Music and games were indulged in 


CITY COUNCIL. 


Monday night’s meeting of the City 
Council was what might be termed 
veto night, for Mayor Miller sent to 


the City Council, without his  ap- 
proval five separate orders. One of 
these was the several items in the 


supplementary budget for miscellan- 
eous matters, calling for street re- 
building, paved gutters. etc. 

It is not often that a Mayor's veto 
passes without discussion of some 
kind, but in this case not a word was 
said, but the Council immediately 
took a vote on passing notwithstard- 
ing the objection of the Mayor. 

On four of the orders the Mayor was 
supported by Councilmen Barker, 
Richards and Sodergren and on the 
fifth order he had the support of the 
three Councilmen mentioned above 
and Councilman Carlson. 

It only required an affirmative vote 
of two thirds of those present and 
voting however to pass the orders 
over the veto and the required number 
was had in every case. 

The only absent member was Coun- 
cilman O'Dowd. 


TEMPORARY LOAN. 

The Mayor forwarded a communica- 
tion from the City Treasurer asking 
for the passage of an order authoriz- 
ing a temporary loan of 43100,000 in 
addition to the loan of $500,00 author- 
ized earlier in the year.

DECENT WAGES ASKED, 


At the meetings of Granite Cutters, 
Polishers and Tool Sharpeners, held! 
this week, much local and _ interna- 
tional business was transacted. 

Frank McCarthy, organizer for the 
American Federation of Labor, ad- 
dressed each meeting asking the 
members to help in reorganizing a 


matter has been taken under advise- 
ment, but it is very likely that if no 
guarantee can be given that the C. L. 
U. will not be conducted along clean- 
er lines than what has obtained 
heretofore, the Granite Cutters’ Or- 
ganization will have nothing do 
with same.

find on arriving in this country. 

It is the consensus of opinion among 
the working people in this city that it 
is impossible for a working man_ to 
live according to the American stand- 
ard if he is receiving pay which pre- 
cludes the possibility of getting the 
actual necessities of life for himself 
and family. 

The cost of living has increased to 


to 


such an extent that the granite cut- 
ting trades particularly which are 
paid at not less than $3.25 per day 


find it very hard to make ends meet. 

What can be expected of a poor 
fellow who has to keep a wife and 
family on pay ranging from 9 cents 
to 20 cents an hour. Meetings and 
adoptions of resolutions will not help 
matters of this kind, what should be 
done is to give the immigrant a living 
wage. 

One other phase of this question is 
the idea of training the immigrant to 
respect American laws and_ institu- 
tions. The granite cutting trades re- 
spect laws and also the rights of per- 
sonal and private property. This has 
been proven many times, because in 
all the labor troubles that have  oc- 
curred in Quincy in connection with 
the granite industry, there has been 
absolutely no destruction of property. 

Having all these matters in mind, 
the granite cutting branches referred 
the matter to their legislative commit- 
tees composed of James Reid, Alex 
Ross and Ed. McGinty, and the fol- 
lowing set of resolutions were drayvn 
up and adopted: 

Whereas, a number of meetings 
have been recently held, and various 
committees have been appointed by 
different organizations to consider 
and devise ways and means of educat- 
ing the immigrants who come to 
Quincy, so that they may be better 
fitted to meet conditions which to 
them are new and to inculcate respect 
for American institutions and laws, 
Be it 

Resolved: That in the opinion of 
the Quincy branches of the G. C. L. A. 
in meeting assembled one of the best 
methods to use in so fitting an immi- 
grant be he English speaking or other- 
wise, is to pay him a decent day's 
pay which will enable him and_ his 
family to live as we expect American 
citizens should live, to be properly 
fed and clothed, and be it further 

Resolved, That we strenuously pro- 
test against the exploitation of immi- 
grants by large corporations particu- 
larly, said exploitation causing these 
people to be herded together like so 
many cattle, because of the miserable 
pittances paid to them for their labor, 
and be it further, 

Resolved, That in our opinion, re- 
spect for American laws and instiut- 
tions can only be learned when these 
laws and institutions place all on an 
equal footing, not by haling into court, 
simple immigrants, charging and fin- 
ing them for a violation of the law for 
playing a game in their homes on 
Sunday, when it is a well known fact 
that another of our citizens 
flagrantly and openly violate the law 
nearly every Sunday. Be it still furth-

TO ABANDON CAMP. 


It is currently reported that the 
Anti-tuberculosis Association will 
abandon its camp at Mt. Pleasant in 
There are but few 


patients at the camp at the present 
been | 


time and the association has 
running behind financially for some 
time. Just when the camp will be 
abandoned is not definintely known al- 
though it is said that it will not be 
far from the first of August. 

When the camp was first establish- 
ed some years ago on land of Mr. 
Faxon, near what is known as Fax- 
on park there was considerable op- 
position on the part of the residents 
in that vicinity to the location of the 
camp, which provoked considerable 
discussion but which did not result 
in the giving up of the project. 

The camp is located in an isolated 
section and was in fact built as a 
sort of experimental camp. Several 
shacks were erected and it has done 
a good work. Eventually however it 
would naturally have to be done away 
with as the state is forcing the erec- 
tion of contagious hospitals by muni- 
cipalities. 

While Quincy has not as yet taken 
any definite steps toward the erec- 
tion of a hospital the Board of Health 
under Mayor Stone went into the mat- 
ter to a considerable extent and had 
elaborate plans prepared. There was 
objections to the plans from the 
first as the state Board of ‘Health de- 
mands were deemed to be excessive. 
However the plans of the Board of 
Health were eventually sent to the 
City Council and an order appropriat- 
ing the sum of $35,000 for the erec- 
tion of the hospital was introduced in 
the City Council last year. 

'No action was taken by the City 
Council of 1913 and at the end of the 
year it Was referred to the Council of 
1914, and promptly referred to the 
Finance Committee before whom it is 
still pending. Whether the council of 
1914 will eventually take favorable 
acton is uncertain, but in view of the 
many calls for money for various 
matters it is not likely action will be 
taken unless forced to do so by the 
state authorities. 

‘An important meeting of the Anti- 
tuberculosis association was held re- 
cently and the secretary instructed to 
prepare a report for publication 
dealing With the situation and the 
causes for its discontinuance.

How these two college students Lin- 
coln the freshman and Sibley the jun- 
ior, became intimate would make a 
most interesting story. The younger 
fellow envied the upper classman his 
skill as an oarsman and instructed 
by him he became an adept in the 
use of an oar. 

Omitting Mr. Sibley’s valuable ser- 
vice to his country it goes without 
saying that with the Lincoln “pull” 
at the close of the Civil War, he might 
have become a member of the large 
army of minor officials at Washington 
whose job was a life tenure. Of his 
business experience though it did not 
spell success, it can and should be 
said that he came through without 
the smell of fire upon his garments, 
retaining the high respects of his as- 
sociates. 

It fell to my lot to make use of his 
remarkable ability along other lines, 
and my lament is that he could not 
have devoted his life to charitable and 
philanthropic work, for which he was 
pre-eminently fitted. The cold facts 
which gave Mr. Sibley the chance to 
display his genius along these lines 
are these. A certain woman whose 
zeal outran her discretion, the widow 
first. of a Confederate soldier and later 
of a Union soilder, conceived the idea 
of founding a Home for aged persons, 
chiefly old soldiers and their wives 
and widows. If well know gentle- 
men who lent their names to the 
enterprise had taken sober second 
thought the plan might have been 
nipped in the bud. But the Home 
was started with something of eclat 
and at one time had about seventy 
inmates. Though each of these had 
personally, or through friends, paid 
in an average of $300. the scheme was 
financially unsound and increased suf- 
fering was the result. The founder 
dominated her Trustees, but one day 
awoke to the fact that she had more 
than three score aged persons on her 
hands and no money. She made a 
desperate effort to the last 
ditch with failure staring her enter- 
prise in the face. 

Meanwhile influential friends 
some of the inmates had formed 
corporation to do similar work on a 
business basis. They builded better 
than they knew in that their Home 
could become an asylum for such as 
might have been left in the lurch 
when Batterman Home went to pieces. 
And yet someone was needed to place 
the victims of the wreck where they 
would not suffer. A council was 
called to devise ways and means for 
accomplishing this. Boston faced a 
scandal of great magnitude. oxpert 
advisers could devise no solution of 
the problem, I had persuaded Mr. 
Subley to become Managing Director 
of the Mount Pleasant Home mean-

The movement to have a statue of 
Anne Hutchinson in the Public Libra- 
ry started with the federation of wo- 
men’s clubs, several of which have 
heen actively interested in the mat- 
ter for some time, notably the Con- 
cord Women's club 

Anne Hutchinson was one of the 
most remarkable women of the early 
Colonial days. She came to Boston 
with her husband in 1634 from Lin- 
colnshire, Eng. The husband became 
member of the General Court. At 
time the Ma- 
ther were discussed one night each 
week by a body of men and Mrs. 
Hutchinson organized a body of wo- 
men, who met and discussed the ser- 
mons the same™~ evening—the first 
Woman's Club in New England. 

Cotton Mather did not object to a 
discussion of his sermon by the men, 
but he was wroth at the idea of wo- 
men presuming to do the same thing 
—or to understand them well enough 
to discuss them. And further, Mrs. 
Hutchinson was putting some new in- 
terpretations on his words and doc- 
trines. In fact she criticised his words 
from an antinomian standpoint, which 
briefly means that she regarded the 
New Testament and its moral teach- 
ings as superior to the Old Testament. 
This was a new kind of heresy and 
Anne Hutchinson with her family 
were banished from the Massachu- 
setts Bay Colony. All the family ex- 
cept one daughter was massacred by 
the Indians in Dutch New York in 
1643.

THE REASON WHY, 


The reasons for Quincy's high tax 
rate is to be found in the sixth annual 
report on the “Statistics of Municipal 
Finances for cities and towns” just is- 
sued by the Bureau of Statistics, un- 
der the title “The cost of municipal 
government in Massachusetts.” 

Unfortunately the figures are not 
up-to-date, as it takes a long time to 
get returns from all cities and towns, 
compile the statistics and have them 


priated. The figures are for the year 

ending between Nov. 30, 1911, and 

March 15, 1912, two years ago. 
There is almost a bewildering ar- 


ray of figures, and only the student of 
municipal affairs will be interested in 
the 257 pages concerning the 33 cities 
and 247 towns. Many valuable com- 
parisons, however, may be made, and 
from time to time during the next 
month the Daily Ledger will present 
them. 

Charles F. Gettemy, the director of 
the Massachusetts bureau reports that 


Quincy is one of the 59 cities and 
towns which have adopted the ac- 
counting system. 

The first analysis shows the ex- 
cess or deficiency of revenue for the 
five years—1907 to 1911 inelusive, 
which is not at all favorable to 
Quincy, as the net deticiency of the 
city for these five years was 3138,612, 
as follows: 

In 1907, Deficiency $43,670 

In 1908, Deficiency $1,493 

In 1909, ‘Deficiency 

In 1910, Excess 17,063 

In 1911, Deficiency 9,690 
Net deficiency $138,612

Because of the high percentage re- 
quired for debt and interest, Quincy's 
percentage for maintenance or cur- 
rent expenses was the smallest among 
the 33 cities, 59.2. In other 
words less than 60 cents of every dol 
lar of revenue, can be used for main- 
tenance. Over $40 out of every $100 
paid in taxes goes for debt and inter- 
est. 

Quincy's debt requirement of $217,- 
$06.06 was not only more than in all 
the smaller cities, but also more than

SINS OF THE FATHER, 


The “clearing house of mental de- 
fectives” of the New York Post- 
Graduate hospital not long ago is- 


sued a statement to the effect that of 
the 20,000,000 school children in the 
United States, about seventy-five per 
cent or nearly 15,000,000 are defec- 
tive. The statement explains that 
the word defective is applied not 
only to those mentally below par 
but to the large number of children 
suffering from adenoids, swollen 
tonsils and similar physical defects. 

In attempting to discover the 
“why” for such an army of sub-norm- 
al children, the Chicago Tribune ven- 
tures the opinion that while in part 
they are a product of the 
day economic and industrial condi- 
tions, after all it is largely a case 
of “the sins of the fathers being 
visited upon the children.” ‘That al- 
cohol is responsible for the larger 
part of these “sins” for which the 
offspring must suffer is vouched for 
by physicians and scientists whose 
ability to pass upon the question can- 
not be questioned. 

Following the general use of whis- 
ky as a beverage fifty years ago, 
many of the prominent and intellect- 
ual families of our country have been 
eliminated and not infrequently in 
the second generation. Many of 
their representatives became drunk- 
ards and died childless or left chil- 
dren cursed with feeble minds, epil- 
epsy, tuberculosis, insanity, or some 
other form of degeneracy, which ren- 
reder fertility impossible.” 

To prevent defective children quite 
evidently one must eliminate from so- 
cial life the “sins of the fathers,” and 
the only way to accomplish this, if 
the experts are to be believed, is by 
doing away, through the prohibition 
of the liquor traffic, with the great 
racial poison which is the cause of 
the majority of these sins.

KILLED BY GAS,

With consider- 
able difficulty they managed to reach 
the open air but all five were nearly 
overcome by smoke. 

In the meantime someone had 
sounded an alarm from Box 174 at 
2.20, which brought the fire depart- 
ment from the Quincy Point and Cen- 
tral stations. When the department 


arrived they found that the fire had 
made considerable headway and_ it 
teok some hard work before the 


flames were under control. 

When told of the escape of the 
Green family, inquiries were made as 
to where they were. The firemen in- 
stituted a search and some minutes 
later found them huddled together in 
woods near by. They had nothing on 
but their night clothes and the chil- 


dren Were shivering from exposure. 
The Chief ordered the firemen to 
bring some horse blankets which 


were wrapper about the unforiunates. 

The Spector family who occupied 
the lower floor of the house had no 
difficulty in escaping, as the flames 
crept up the side of the house into the 
upper windows: The loss will not 
be large and it is thought that $200 
will cover it. 


} BOSTON BOULEVARD, 


After many years the agitation rela- 
tive to a boulevard that will extend 
from Boston to Quincy and towns 
along the South Shore is nearing set- 
tlement as far as plans are concerned. 
It is reported that $475,000 is already 
available for takings along the route. 
When completed the boulevard would 
give direct access from Boston to 
towns along the South Shore. 

The plan shows the boulevard to 
start from Columbia road Dorchester 
following the line of the railroad to 
Savin Hill thence along to Neponset 
crossing the present Neponset bridge 
into Quincy. 

For some time past a large gang of 
men have been at work completing 
the boulevard from Marine Park to 
Columbia road, the route being prac- 
tically the old road bed of the rail- 
road. The present plans call for the 
road to swing into the bay at Savin 
hill and cross to Mallock’s wharf. 
From this point the road will run 
across Freeport street to Mill street, 
and then across Bark Warrick cove. 
It will pass along Tenean beach to 
Neponset across the bridge and then 
connect with the Quincy shore reser- 
vation at Atlantic street. 

Columbia road also connects with 
Massachusetts avenue so that easy 
access by good roads can be had to 
the boulevards at the west of Boston. 

It would be much more satisfactory 
to Quincy if the new boulevard 
crossed the Neponset river east of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H.R. R., and would en- 
ter the Quincy Shore reservation 
more directly. Arrangements will not 
be satisfactory so long as pleasure 
travel and business traffic use the 
same bridge, and business should not 
be excluded from the present Nepon- 
set bridge.

Later however residents of the 
Bigelow Park district woke up and 
decided that a new building in that 
district would be the proper thing. 
Petitions looking to that end were 
filed with the City Council and are 
still pending. 

In support of the plan for a new 
building it was pointed out and ad- 
mitted by the school committee that 
a four room addition to the Washing- 
ton school would only provide accom- 
modation for five years at the end of 
which time additional room must be 
provided. 

The City Council went ahead 
with the plans however and the sup- 
position was that the four room addi- 
tion with assembly hall could be built 
for $38,000, but it was found that it 
would require nearly $44,000 to com- 
plete the job. 

The School Committee was far from 
being unanimous and to cap the cli- 
max Mayor Miller sent a communica- 
tion to the board favoring a new build- 


ing in the Bigelow Park district 
rather than an addition to the Wash- 
ington building. This evidently 
meant that if passed by the Council 
the order would be vetoed by the 
Mayor. 

The Finance Committee of the 


Council was also divided on the ques- 
tion, and when the Council adjourned 
for the summer the sentiment of the 
committee was that it would pass an 
order to purchase land in the Bigelow 
Park district this fall but would not 
pass the addition scheme. 

The sentiment of the Finance Com- 
mittee was quite well known and the 
School Committee woke up to the fact 
that a site for a new building was in 
order. 

It was for this reason that the com- 
mittee visited the district Friday and 
looked at several sites. Of these sites 
the committee were practically unani- 
mous in favor of a lot containing be- 
tween 70,000 and 75,000 square feet of 
land. The proposed lot is situated 
between South street and Ellerton 
streets. That is, it is bounded on the

But perhaps, while not having any 
serious trouble, you may have some 
annoying malady that has bothered 
you a good while; something that will 
never cure itself, but is likely to grow 
worse as you grow older. 

It is not a fatal thing, and still it 
“bothers the life out of you,” as we 
say, and the doctor tells you that you 
ean get rid of it for good and all by 
a short residence at the _ hospital 
Perhaps some fine morning you will 
conclude that you have bothered 
about long enough and make a break 
up Whitwell street. 

In my own case I started off brisk- 
ly with my grip on a Monday morn- 
ing in the merry month of May. I 
could have walked up the hill all 
right, but since I going as a 
patient, it seemed the proper thing to 
ride in the doctor's auto. 

For me there were no preliminaries 
necessary, and I had not been In my 
room half an hour before a 
young lady invited me to take a ride 
in a wheel chair down to the “Cham- 
ber of Perfumes.” Arrived there, | 
was allowed to recline upon a couch.

couch, ete. I had to tell him that 
the couch was rather lacking In resil- 
iency, which seemed to grieve him a 
little.

down tight over the patient’s face the 
first thing, and he was smothered and 
distressed so that attendants had to 
hold him down until he became un- 
conscious! 
that kind now. I was allowed to get 
a little used to the ether—it has a 
sort of sicky-sweety smell, not es- 
pecially disagreeable, and not at all 
suffocating. 

The ether man advised me to keep 
my eyes closed, as the ether would 
irritate them. I tried it and found 
he was right! In a few seconds my 
toes began to feel rather funny, and 
the operator, as though having some 
secret understanding with my 
presently brought the cone down close 
over my face, and asked me to 
breathe slowly and deeply. I think 
I counted some four or five breaths, 
still without any sense of suffocation, 
and then came nothingness and blank 
oblivion 

And that ends my story of the 
“Chamber of Perfumes!” 

The next think I knew I was lying 
in my bed in my room, viewing the 
ceiling dimly, as through a_ rainy 
window pane, though my vision rapid- 
ly cleared to its normal state. 

Then came the process of healing, 
and that, of course, is no hour's job. 
Nature seems to get herself into a lot 
of awful messes in the human anat- 
omy, which she cannot mend unaided, 
and she gladly welcomes help when it 
is offered by skilled hands trained to 
work in sympathy with her; but when 
everything else has been done but the 
actual healing, then Nature alone 
must take charge, and she will brook 
no interference, and will not be hur- 
ried. 

Of course in the meantime the pa- 
tient must be nursed and fed, and 
here is where the professional skill 
and experience of the hospital at- 
tendants come in. The first day or 
two I got nothing but pleasant cool- 
ing drinks. Then came liquid foods 
in agreeable variety, most delicately 
prepared. I rather dreaded to taste 
things at first, for fear they might 
be over-sweetened or over-salted or 
over flavored; but I soon found there 
was nothing to fear on that score, for 
everything had been prepared by a 
master hand. 

In a few days I was sitting up to 
the table to eat, and was walking 
rather unsteadily about the corridor. 
Soon I had my clothes on and made 
little excursions out of doors on the 
flat roof; and in nine days I walked 
down stairs and stepped into the auto 
and was off! 

During my stay at the hospital it 
was a constant pleasure to witness 
the skill, care and patient thorough- 
ness of the nurses. There was no 
duty neglected and no task slighted. 
And there was a delightful spirit of 
co-operation and mutual helpfulnes 
among the nurses. From the Super- 
intendent, who ruled her realm with 
a firm but gentle hand, down through 
the head nurses and the undergradu- 
ate nurses there was a pervading air 
of cheerfulness and good feeling 
which made greatly for the comfort 
and progress of the patient, and fer 
the efficiency of the hospital. 

Now of course my personal exper- 
ience is of no public interest, and the 
only reason for writing this little 
story is the hope that it may possibly 
hearten up somebody who ought to 
go to the hospital, but who is hesitat- 
ing through unnecessary timidity. If 
you have some annoying thing that 
everlastingly bothers you, and that 
will never cure itself, but which you 
may be rid of for good and all by a 
short residence at the hospital, you 
would by all means better take a lit- 
tle vacation such as I have described.

LOANS HELD UP.

The war in Europe will probably 
have the effect of delaying for an in- 
definite period a large amount of con- 
templated street work in Quincy. 
During the last month the City Coun- 
cil was in session orders authorizing 
the borrowing of large sums _ for 
street work were passed. 

These included $40,700 for the ac- 
ceptance of new streets, $30,500 for 
the widening and rebuilding of Han- 
cock street, and 37,000 for paving 
Penn street. None of these loans 
have been issued as yet and owing to 
the stringency of the money market 
at the present time, due to the war 
in Europe, the chances are that it will 
be some time before the City Treas- 
urer will be able to place them. 

It is well known that at the present 
time the money market is in a pe- 
culiar position, and money is hard 
to get, other than at a higher rate of 
interest than that named in the sev- 
eral orders, namely four per cent.

VAUGHN HEARING. 


The Vaughn hearing, resumed. be- 
fore Judge Avery on Thursday, took 
a pathetic turn when Mrs. Catherine 
Campbell, an 89 year old resident, 
| took the stand as a witness for the ad- 
ministration. Mrs. Campbell gave her 
testimony while seated. 


| She said she scoured the bath room 


most every day and had to take care.oef 
a sick woman who was so weak at 
times she needed attention every hour. 
Mrs. Vaughn, she~said, ~abused her 
when she got her temper up and that 
she threatened to knock her block off. 

It was part of her duty she said to 
dust stairs, and because of poor eye- 
sight she frequently left some behind, 
and had to go back and do it over. She 
said she was not abused a great deal, 
| because she did not deserve it. 

(Mrs. Alice A. Marsh a volunteer vis- 
itor of the State Board of Charity and 
a member of the philanthropic com- 
mittee of the Woman's club, repeated 
what had been told her by inmates, in- 
| cluding the story of how Mr. Vaughn 
had choked an inmate until he was 
blue in the face and stopped when an 
old woman flew to his protection and 
was alterward punished for it. 

Counsel McAnarney raised his ob- 
jection to new witnesses and they were 
noted by Judge Avery. (The hearing 
adjourned at one o'clock and will con- 
tinue Friday morning. 

In cross examination by counsel J. 
J. McAnarney she said when she 
washed the dishes, another helped 
her, wipe them. Sne also charged that 
an inmate scalded her by pouring hot 
water on her hands.

CAPE COD CANAL, 


Instead of Sept. 1, as announced af- 
ter the formal opening ceremonies, 
it probably will be Jan. 1 before the 
Cape Cod canal is dredged to a uni- 
form depth of 25 feet says the Brock- 
ton Enterprise. What effect this 
deepening of the present shallow sec- 
tion near the middle of the eight- 
mile water course will have upon the 
current or tidal flow is uncertain, but 
it is expected by the officers of the 
contracting and owning companies 


that it will appreciably reduce the 
rush of water back and forth and 
make navigation much easier. 

While the Boston office of the 


Boston, Cape Cod & New York Canal 
Co., reports that business is increas- 
ing slowly, no large volume of traffic 
is forthcoming likely to be for 
some months. This is largely due to 
the high toll rates, the tidal flow and 
the fact that craft drawing more than 

2 feet are not wanted, although some 
vessels drawing as much as 15 feet 
are being put through when they 
come along all ready make the 
passage. 

The tolls are higher now than they 
will be when the canal is completed 
and in good working order. Purpose- 
ly they were kept high in order that 
there shall not be too much business 
to interfere with the dredges and 
their barges and possibly cause an ac- 
cident which would block the chan- 
nel for a time. 

Talk of a boycott by shipping inter- 
ests is scouted by the officers of the 
company, because they feel so sure 
that terms will be made satisfactory 
when the time comes that they are 
ready and have the facilities for tak- 
ing care of a large volume of commer- 
cial business.

The big auto pump at the Fore Riv- 
er shipyard was also notified, and 
they were quick to respond.

Chief 
Billings returned to Quincy with the 
auto chemical, arriving home about 
6.30, at which time a_ recall 
sounded. The auto pump however 
remained on the scene at work and 
it was after 11 o'clock before it 
passed through Quincy on the way to 
its quarters at the shipyard. 

The call sent to Quincy was in or- 
der to get a pumping machine as the 
pumps at the mill which had been in 
use all day gave out. The fire 
was in the paper mill of F. W. Bird & 
Son of which Charles Sumner Bird, 
the Progressive candidate for Gover- 
nor for the past two years, the 
president. The loss is estimated at 
250,000. 

It was but a few minutes after 
o'clock when Chief Billings received 
telephone message from Walpole 
stating that the big pumps at the Bird 
Mili were giving out, and asking if 
he could arrange to have the Fore 
River auto pump sent out. Chief 
Billings immediately got into com- 
munication with the Fore River and 
learned that Mr. ‘Houghton the man- 
ager Was out of town. The assistant 
manager was reached, however, and 
he immediately got a crew together 
and started MacQuarris 
accompanied the apparatus and took 
charge on its arrival until Mr. Hough- 
ton arrived, which was shortly after 5 
o'clock. The auto pump did efficient 
service until late in the evening.

WEIGHTS AND MEASURES, 
James M. Cantfill, 
and measures, 


sealer of weights 
has completed his ex- 
amination of the weights and meas- 
ures used in the pharmacies of the 
city. During his trip, which extend- 
ed over a period of several weeks, he 
tested 343 weights. He found that 23 
per cent, or 74 of the number in use 
varied from the standard prescribed 
by law. 

Mr. Cantfill’s campaign was in line 
with that conducted throughout the 
state by the state sealers of weights 
and measures. Their report incor- 
porates flagrant violations. Boston 
officials have had similar experi- 
ence. 

Mr. Cantfill found the Quincey drug- 
gist more fortunate than some of their 
brethren, most of the discrepencies 
being in the grams and scruples. All 
of the poor weights were condemned 
jand the proprietors immediately con- 
formed to his recommendations and 
purchased new ones. 

It is safe to say that since the ex- 
amination that all weights in use by 
the druggists of the city are standard.

RAILROAD HISTORY, 

W. A. Hazelboom is writing for the 
Hingham Journal “The romance of 
the railroads in the land of the Pil- 
grims.” Part one recalls an inci- 
dent which took place in Quincy in 
October, 1846, when a locomotive at- 
tempted to jump the opening in the 
railroad drawbridge over the Nepon- 
set river, and plunged into the water. 
The story follows: 

Traversing through the heart of 
Norfolk County in Massachusetts 
and down to the memorable town of 
Plymouth, the lines of the famous 
Old Colony Railroad can be truly said 
to have been cast in most hallowed 
as well as picturesque and pleasant 
places, the domain of the Pilgrims 
and diversified shores of Boston Bay, 
where the wondrous beauty of the 
land blends delightful with the 
glory of the sea, 

No railroad ever occupied a more 
attractive setting, and on the other 
hand no other road could claim an 
existence more historically applicable 
to its unique surroundings than the 
Old Colony Railroad in its fifty years 


down to the Old Colony depot and 
thence to Plymouth by the morning 
train. 
Thomas M. Pomeroy, the Boston P. 
agent discovered the loss soon af- 
terwards and hastening to the round- 
house at South Boston chartered the 
“Quincy” and with engineer John 
Pickering and fireman Manassa Mer- 
ritt started out in pursuit of the stray 
mail bag in hopes of getting it back 
before the Cambria sailed, an ar- 
rangement having been made to hold 
the steamship for a couple of hours. 
In those days the Old Colony was a 
single track road, and with a freight 
train somewhere out on the line and 
no telegraph to warn of the approach 
an “extra” the progress of the 
Quincy was frequently delayed and 
Plymouth was finally reached only to 
find that the mail bag had been sent 
down to Sandwich by the stage coach. 


AT TERRIFIC SPEED. 

Darkness had set in when the Quin- 
cy on its return trip with the re- 
covered mail bag passed through her 
name town at terrific speed and sped 
out onto “Presidents Curve” leading 
towards the old drawbridge which 
spanned Neponset river. 

Here dim signal lamps were burn- 
ing to indicate that the draw was 
open, but the engineer saw them not 
or saw them too late as the locomo- 
tive rushed on unchecked and plunged 
into the gap and smashing against 
the abutments on the opposite side 
of the draw fell back a wreck into 
the river. 

The men jumped before the crash 
and were rescued from the dark 
waters by the crew of the schooner 
which but a moment before had 
passed through the open draw, Pom- 
eroy clasping under his arm the luck- 
less mail bag. This he reluctantly 
surrendered to the Postmaster at 
Neponset who took it to Baston, but 
the Cambria was by that time far out 
at sea. 

So great was the speed of the Quin- 
cy at the time she reached the draw 
that in flying in space across 32 feet 
width of gap she dropped but four 
feet as shown by the marks on the 
opposite side where she struck. 

The escape of the men from death 
or serious injury was considered 
wonderful. They soon recovered from 
their trying experiences and were 
about their duties a few days later 
as if nothing had happened. The 
wrecked Quincy was taken from the! 
river after much difficulty and was 
probably reconstructed as an eight 
wheeler as described in the schedule.

FORE RIVER PETITION. 

A petition containing the signatures 
of the thousands of employees of the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Corporation, 
as well as similar petitions from other 
shipbuilding firms, had their effect, 
and these with the good work of the 
New England representatives in Con- 
gress did the trick. 

The conference report as it reached 
the Senate on Monday contained all of 
the objectionable features, the main 
objection being to the provision which 
would have admitted to the American 
eoastwise trade all foreign-built ves- 
sels taking American register within 
two years. 

Had this provision passed it would 
have been possible to build merchant 
ships on the other side for the Amer- 
ican coastwise trade, and that they 
would have been built there rather 
than America was well established 
from the fact that labor much 
cheaper abroad than in the United 
States. 

HOW THBY VOTED. 

Twenty Republicans and twenty 
Democrats voted against accepting 
the conference report, while seventeen 
Democrats, two Republicans and one 
Progressive voted for it. Senator 
Gorman who championed the report 
arraigned the Democrats declaring 
that they were championing an “Of- 
fensive monopoly” and borrowed Re- 
publican arguments of un-American 
principles of protection. 

As finally agreed to, the bill, besides 
providing for the registry of foreign- 
built ships, authorizes the President, 
in his discretion, to suspend provisions 
of the law requiring all watch officers 
of American vessels in the foreign 
trade to be citizens of the United 
States, and requiring survey, inspec- 
tion and measurement of vessels ad- 
mitted to registry by officers of the 
United States. 

The Senate subsequently passed a 
joint resolution granting permission 
to the American Red Cross to charter 
a ship which may fly the American 
flag. (This provision was _ included 
among the Senate amendments to the 
House bill, but made a separate mat- 
ter by Monday's action, that the reg- 
istry bill might not be delayed.

WHAT WILL BE TAX RATE? 

Before the City Council adds an- 
other dollar to the tax levy of 1914, it 
should be informed by the Mayor what 
effect an appropriation will have on 
the tax rate. In other words the City 
Council should know exactly what the 
rate will be if $9,500.00 additional is 
appropriated. The Assessors are now 
in a position to give this information 
because they were prepared to an- 
nounce the tax rate last week. 

The supplementary budget will in- 
crease the tax rate twenty-five cents, 
but will it make the total $23.25, $24.25 
or $25.25? If the last-named sum all 
items in the budget should be killed 
forthwith, 

Probably the taxpayers of Quincy 
feel about the same as the taxpayers of 
Braintree on a high tax rate. A spe- 
cial town meeting was held in Brain- 
tree on Tuesday evening, the article 
calling for several appropriations. At 
the outset one of the voters stated, 
that in the opinion of the appropria- 
tion committee all appropriations 
should be made at the annual March 
meeting, and that notya dollar should 
be appropriated at the special meet- 
ing. Upon his motion meeting 
then adjourned sine die. 

There should be no understanding 
early in the year that Quincy depart- 
iment officials can obtain more money 
simply by asking for it. On the other 
hand they should understand that 
there will be no extra appropriations 
except in great emergency. No de- 
partment should undertake work un- 
less it can be accomplished within the 
appropriation. 

One strong reason just now why the 
supplementary budget should be killed 
is because it is delaying the collec- 
tion of taxes, and thereby increasing 
the interest accownt. ''For if money is 
not collected it must ‘e borrowed, 
and the interest rate now is high. The 
tax bills should have been issued early 
in August. 

It is a fact that Quincy collects the 
smallest percentage of its tax levy in 
ihe year it is assessed of any Massa- 
chusetts city. This is the reason why 
temporary loans in anticipation 
taxes are always large. On January 
1, 1914, there were $375,000 outstand- 
ing in temporary loans, making it ne- 
cessary early this year to issue new 
loans to replace them. ‘And so it goes 
trom year to year, and the taxpayers 
are paying more for interest than for 
the maintenance of several depart- 
ments. The payments for. interest in

GETTING NEW INDUSTRIES, 

There is intense competition be- 
tween cities and towns to secure new 
industries. Whereas formerly many 
large towns had no boards of trade, 
now these organizations are common 
even in small villages. Their first 
and foremost activity is the effort to 
land new manufacturing propositions. 

No sooner does a corporation ex- 
press a desire for a new location, 
than it is deluged with all sorts of 
gifts propositions, free rents, remis- 
sion of taxes, etc... Some of the con- 
cerns looking for such favors are 
mere drifters and beats who stay in 
a place a year or two and then move 
on. 

Many boards of:trade compass dis- 
tant states to land enterprises 
and then overlook chances in their 
own city. There are probably en- 
terprising young fellows in our own 
town who would be perfectly capable 
of conducting a profitable manufact- 
uring enterprise if they had capital. 
Other concerns need a little encour- 
agement. At the same time our busi- 
ness are sending away 
because they know of no chances to 
invest favorably at home. This capi- 
tal and enterprise should de 
brought together. The plant fathered 
by home enterprise and _ capital is 
most likely to be permanent. 

Getting new factories is mostly a 
case of persistent search. Nimnéty- 
nine tips may prove hopeless, but the 
hundredth may be genuine. If all 
possible chances are investigated, 
some day there will come a real op- 
portunity that can be landed.

VAUGHN HEARING. 


The sensational testimony Thursday 
afternoon at the Vaughn hearing was 
that given by Supt. Vaughn, who de- 
clared that during his early visits to 
the Home, that Overseer Perry Green 
always carried home groceries from 
the store, and that he would drive him 
to his home at Quincy Point. 

Mr. Vaughn also declared that on 
one occasion Overseer Green took a 
half tin of tea from a six-pound tin, 
and that this time a pound and a half 
of tea from another package was given | 
to Dr. Bartlett. On one occasion Ov- 
erseer Green made up a large bundle 
of canned goods, coffee and tea which 
he carried to his home. 

James H. Elcock, former Overseer 
was the first witness of the afternoon.

WOLLASTON FOUNDRY CO. 

From here the party passed through 
the plant of the Wollaston Foundry 
Co., where L. W. Newhall took them in 
charge explaining the method of mak- 
ing the moulds into which the hot met- 
al is poured for the castings. The 
work making these moulds was also in 
progress, so that the party saw all but 
the actual process of pouring the hot 
metal, which did not occur until 4 
o'clock. Nearly 100 men are now em- 
ployed in this factory which has been 
established in Quincy since 1873, and 
although the plant has been destroyed 
by fire several times it has been imme- 
diately rebuilt. 


NORFOLK IRON CO. 


Near by is the plant of the Norfolk 
Iron Co., which is owned by Council- 
man Charles L. Gilliatt ofWollaston. 
The party were shown .through the 
plant by Carl Gilliatt, and while doing 
business in a quiet way it employs 
about 150 men. Ornamental and 
structural*work of all kinds is manu- 
factured both in iron, brass and com- 
position. In fact of any material 
which the customer desires. Many of 
the handsome and ornamental gates 
seen on the stately mansions on Bea- 
con street, Boston, and on some of 
the extensive estates at Newport, R. L., 
are manufactured here. On the first 
floor the heavy work in manufactured 
and assembled, while on the upper 
floor is the drafting room, the pattern 
room, etc. It Was interesting to note 
that many of the iron ornaments used 
on the ‘material Were. wrought and 
forged and not moulded of cast iron. 


BOSTON GEAR WORKS. 


Going back to the cars, a short ride 
took the party to the Boston Gear 
Works, the screeching of ‘the horns 
and whistles on the automobiles sound 
ing a warning ahead that the party 
were coming. Here they were divided 
into groups of ten, each group being 
given in charge of some foreman, in 
order that the plant might be inspec- 
ted in the quickest possible time. 

The large room is full of gear cut- 
ting machines, of which in number 
there were 200 , while 180 men are 
engaged in their operation. Gears of 
all kinds are cut, some of the machines 
being wonderful in the work which 
they do. There is nothing in the line 
of gears that is impossible here, and 
as the advent of automobiles has 
greatly created the demand for gears 
of all.-kinds, it is said that the com- 
pany can not keep up with its orders, 
and that even now the visitors saw 
an addition to the plant in the process 
of erection. : 

Many of the gears, in fact the larger 
part of them, are;cut by . machines, 
upon which a stréam of oil is con- 
stantly pouring to keep them from be- 
ing heated and ruined. This oil they 
were informed is all filtered and used 
over again.

When 
a subscriber desired to be connected 
with another subscriber, he turned 
the crank of a generator near his tel- 
ephone. This sent a current over the 
line Which operated an armature on a 
set of coils, which caused a red shut- 
(er to drop, on which was painted the 
line number. The number of  sub- 
scribers on a single line often ran as 
high as half a dozen and at times it 
was a long wait for some subscribers 
before they could get to the line. 

In front of each operator suspended 
on springs was the square box like 
Blake transmitter, into which the op- 
erator talked, and the constant drop- 
ping of the red shutters and the voice 
of the operator made _ considerable 
noise. Then again the operator in 
calling a subscriber had to turn the 
crank of a generator, which eventually 
fitted them as candidates for hand or- 
gan grinders. 

Contrast that method with that now 
in use. The subscriber has no crank 
to turn. (He simply takes off his re- 
ceiver immediately in front of the 
operator at the central station a tiny 
clectric light glows forth. These elec- 
tric lights have different markings so 
that the operator knows at once whe- 
ther the party calling has a limited, a 
party line, an unlimited or a private 
line. In fact the light tells at once 
what kind of service the subscriber 
calling is paying for. Then again 
when the operator rings a subscriber 
she has no crank motion but simply 
presses a small button and presto the 
bell rings on the end of the line. 

Instead of the Blake transmitter, the 
operator now wears suspended about 
her neck a horn shaped transmitter, 
which is so suspended that it is al- 
ways within an inch of her rose bud 
mouth. Then.as the operator at one 
table can connect with any one of the 
$500 subscribers without moving from 
her seat or speaking to another opera- 
tor, it can readily be understood how 
church-like stillness prevails at ali 
times in the operating room.

board, and how a moment later, out 
came a line of hot metal. 

One operator on one of these ma- 
chines can no wset at much type in an 
hour as a half dozen or more could do 
by the old hand method of setting type. 

The young ladies operating the ma- 
chines readily explained the working 
of their machines, and several of the 
visitors carried away a line of type 
bearing their name as a souvenir of 
the visit. 

Some hand composition is necessary 
and compositors were seen at work 
at the cases. 

In the job printing department 
pressés were busy and were watched 
with interest.

James H. Penniman of Quincey, who! sive, 


is making his home in Boston 
winter, arrived back from Europe a 
week ago on the Mauritania, which 
landed in Halifax, as announced at 
that time in the Daily Ledger. Mr. 
Penniman was in town Saturday, and 
in speaking of his trip said that he 
was in Edinborough when war was de- 
clared by Austria Hungary and im- 
mediately it flashed upon him that 
home was the best place for him. 

He had intended to remain abroad 
two weeks longer and was planning to 
visit Paris, but he cut this short. He 
Was booked to return on the Carmania 
on which steamship he had secured a 
large stateroom all to himself, He 
made application to return on the 
Mauritania, but was informed that 
there was no accommodation. When 
it was learned however that he had a 
full stateroom on the Carmania the 
officials evidently seeing an opportun- 
ity to realize a premium on his state- 
room, said after a little hesitation 
that they could give him an upper 
berth. The lower berth he learned 
was to be occupied by a Scotchman so 
that he readily made the exchange 
and left for home on Saturday, Aug. 1. 


At that time war had not been -~des 
clared by England, and the first two 
days out everything went smoothly. 
When he went to buy the ship's paper 
Wednesday morning he. was informed 
that no charge would be made for the 
paper that morning as there was no- 
thing in it. It was then for the first 
time that he learned that England had 
declared war and that the wireless 
office was closed to all communication. 

Almost immediately the ship began 
to make great speed and she flew 
through the water at a thirty knot 
gait. “I never believed that a vessel 
could go through the water as fast as 
she did.” Blankets were hung. over 
the windows and portholes, and we 
ran along at top speed without even 
the red and green lights showing. The 
blanketing of the stateroom windows 
and port holes made it rather stuffy 
inside, and there was but little air. 
From that time on we hit it up at top 
speed. The heavy fog did not make 
any difference for we shot through 
that at the same speed which natur- 
ally made some of the passengers 
vervous. However I do not believe 
there was a war ship within five hun- 
dred miles of us. Fortunately we did 
not hit anything. 


We all supposed that we would 
land in New York, the port we sailed 
for, but one morning we were _ in- 
formed that in a few hours we would 
land at Halifax. It was some time 
after landing before we were allowed 
to go ashore and there seemed no pro- 
vision to get the passengers to Bos- 
ton, or New York. Finally we were 
told that we could go ashore, and were 
given a red ticket, at the same time 
being informed if we went ashore that 
we gave up any claim we might have 
against the steamship company. Not 
knowing how soon we would be able 
to get on to Boston and being anxious 
to once more set my feet on American 
soil, I went ashore and secured ac- 
commodations at a hotel for the night. 

There-are but two trains a day out 
of Halifax, which is a single track 
road, one in the morning and one at 
night. The next morning quite a par- 
ty of us took the train for Boston, 
and believe me I felt good when we 
crossed over the line at Vanceborough 
and a United States custom officer 
came through the train. As he ap- 
proached me, I could not help shout- 
ing, “You look gond to me.”

WOLLASTON CHANNEL 


Dock Commissioner Crane, Secre- 
tary Hall of the Board of Trade, and 
Representative Sandberg attended a 
hearing Thursday before the Di- 
rectors of the Port of Boston rela- 
tive to the expenditure of the $10,000 
appropriated by the legislature for 
dredging a 6 foot channel from deep 
‘water to the Wollaston yacht club 
basin and the Squantum club. 

There seemed to be a disposition on 
the part of the directors to hold the 
matter up, as estimates by the engin- 
eer of the directors gave the cost from 
$14,000 to $16,000. The Directors in- 
timated that it would help matters 
along somewhat if the City of Quincy 
and the two yacht clubs were to con- 
tribute toward the expenke. 

Commissioner Crane and Represent- 
ative Sandberg spoke on the question 
and Commissioner Crane urged that 
the directors go ahead with the appro- 
priation of $10,000, and if it was not 
found to be sufficient, then the matter 
of a contribution by the City of Quin- 
cy and the two yacht clubs could be 
taken up later. 

It was understood at the hearing 
that the $10,000 would only deepen the 
channe] to 6 feet from the main chan- 
nel to the Wollaston yacht club basin, 
and that it would not be sufficient to 
counect with the Squantum yacht club 
basin. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY NOTES. 


In the Thomas Crane public library 
gallery are forty-eight copies of the 
best selections in English art, as ex- 
hibited in the national museums of 
London and Edinburgh. The pictures 
are accompanied by short biographies 
of their painters and by appreciative 
criticisms of their work. 

Among the best known pictures in 
the exhibit are the “Shrimp girl” and 
“Garrick and his wife” by Hogarth, 
the interpreter of comedy in art. 
Among the famous portraits are the 
“Duchess of Devonshire and child,” by 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, and “Mrs. Sid- 
dons,” by (Thomas Gainsborough. 

Perhaps the most lifelike picture is 
Sir William Raeburn’s “Brother and 
sister,” while the most graceful is 
John Hoppner’s “Countess of Oxford” 
and the most pathetic is Sir Edwin 
Landseer’s “The shepherd's chief 
mourner.” 

Turner’s vivid imagination in por- 
traying history in art, can be realized 
upon viewing the copy of his “Fight- 
ing Temeraire,” while, on the con- 
trary, Constable's sincerity in art, is 
most apparent in “The Haywain” or 
“Hampstead Heath.” 


TAX RATES, 


The tax rate of the town of Scituate 
for 1914, as announced Saturday, will 
he $18.50 per $1,000, an increase of 
$1.50 over the rate of 1913. ‘The val- 
uation of the town was reported at 
$5,696.535, an increase of $150,330 over 
1913. The increase in tax rate is at- 
tributed to increases in the running 
expenses of the town. 

The rate in Lincoln also shows an 
increase from $11 to $13. 

Dedham, the shire town of Norfolk 
county will have the same tax rate 
this year as last, that is $18. The to- 
tal valuation of the town is reported 
by the Assessors at $16,236,715, an in- 
crease of $1,271,905 over 1913. The 
real estate valuation is given as 
$10,539,700 and the personal estate as 
$5,697,015. The number of assessed 
polls is given as 2717, an increase of 
81 over 1913. 

The town of Westwood will also 
have the same tax rate this year as 
last, namely $10.40. (The total valua- 
tion of the town is $4,171,045 of which 
$1,784, 905 is real estate and $2,685,- 
104 personal estate. Westwood was 
formerly a part of Dedham. 

Boston's tax rate is $17.50 an in- 
crease of 30 cents. The increase in 
real estate was $21,558.000, and the 
increase in personal estate 1,310,200. 

Greenfield is happy over a reduc- 
tion from $21.00to $16.20. 

The tax rate of Fall River as an- 
nounced Tuesday night will be $23.20 
per $1,000 valuation, an increase of 
$2.90 over that of 1913. The rate this 
year is the highest in the history of 
the city. The total valuation of the 
city is given as $102,169,268 an in- 
crease of $2,283,300 over 1013. 

The tax rate of Chicopee this year 
is announced as $18.70 as against 
$21.50 in 1913, a decrease of $2.80. The 
Valuation is given as $18,875,220 as 
compared with $17,025,510 last year. 
The reason for the reduction in the 
tax rate is given to the bonding of the 
city, 

Carver, one of the Cape towns, will 
have a tax rate this year of $16.75 an 
increase of $2.25 over that of 1913. 
The total valuation is given by the as- 
séssors as $2,096,180 a gain of $4,215 
in personal and $116,270 in real es- 
tate. The number of assessed polls 
is 423

FIRE LOSS VERY SMALL, 
President Sedgwick of the 
Board of Trade was slightly in error 
in his statement at the open meeting 
Wednesday evening in Colonial hall 
as to the fire loss in Quincy. He made 
the startling statement that he had 
found from investigation that the fire 
loss in Quincy was at the rate of $15 
per capita which would mean a year- 
ly fire loss of $600.000. 

As a matter of fact the fire losses 
in Quincy are among the lowest in 
the state, if not in the country, and 
ithe loss instead of being $15 is less 
than $1.50 per capita

DAY NURSERY TAG DAY. 


Mrs. Elizabeth B. Hultman the 
president of the Quincy Day Nursery 
Association, delivered the following 
address Thursday before the Fed- 


Nursery Tag Day in this city today. 

“The Quincy Day Nursery is an in- 
corporated society for the purpose of 
caring for the fatherless children of 
the city whose mothers must work 
away from home during the day; the 
mother may be a widow through 
death or desertion. 

“No child under nine months or over 
seven years of age is admitted to the 
Nursery excepting as provided by the 
by-laws. Children who have been 
cared for in the Nursery for several 


ing their luncheons there when at- 
tending school until they are twelve 
years of age. 

“The mothers pay five cents a day 
for each child and for that small fee 
the children are cared for from 
seven in the morning until six at 
night, and provided with one substan- 
tial meal at twelve o'clock, Which con- 
sists of one of the following dishes 
each day: corn chowder, pot roast, 
beef stew, beans, macaroni with toma- 
toes and creamed salt fish and mashed 
potatoes.
